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The Irish Natura History collections 
housed in the Merrion square portion of the 
National Museum, Dublin, have been a 
source of great interest to visitors recently, 
and it is understood that plans tor the 
erection of a building, with ample accom- 
modation for existing collections and pro- 
vision for expansion, are under consideration 
by the Government. 

SCIENTIFIC EXCELLENCE. 

Dr. P. O'Connor, keeper of the 
history division of the Museum, which in 
cludes botany, z001l0g\ ; geology and 
mineralogy, stated to an /rish Times repre- 
sentative, who interviewed hin yes- 
terday, that, while carrying out the 
policy recommended for the Museum, 
after exhaustive inquiry by a committee of 
experts about three years ago, and since 
adopted by the Government, 1t would be the 
endeavour of the staff of the natural history 
division to maintain the traditions of 
scientific excellence which they had in- 
herited from thei prede eSsors Until that 
time no general policy existed ror the 
Museum, and though the Irish natural his- 
tory collections were kept vemarkably com: 
plete, thev were not made the chet. focus 
of attention Now it was decided to make 
these the central feature of the division, and 
to correlate them with the natural producis 
of other lands, tp so far only as the latte: 
are necessaiy or useful as aids to furthering 
the study of this country, its physical and 
geographical features, its mineral wealth, its 
plant and animal! lite 

Thus it was proposed to make the collec 
tion a truly national one, which would help 
the people primarily to acquire familiarity 
with the things about them and. their ex- 
ploitation in the service of man. and which 
might serve incidentally ta introduce them 
to wider fields of study lt was the aim 
to give the Museum a trulv Irish aspect, and 
to emphasise the characteristics which serve 

distinguish ft from Institutions 
in other lands, without in anv way restrict- 
ing its scope or giving it an insula appear 
ance. 
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As well as catering in these respects for 
the needs of the people, said Dr. O'Connor.

Miss Louie Bennett, the Vice-President 
of the Irish Trade Union Congress and 
the first woman to hold that post, was 
one of the founders of the Irish Women 
Workers’ League thirteen years ago. 
When the League was started it had five 
members and used a penny note-book as 
its ledger. Now it has more than 3,000 
members, and is the only Women’s union 
in the British Isles which is organised 
and managed entirely by. women. Last 
vear Miss Bennett drew up a report on 
the rationalisation of industry in respect 
of the introduction of new machinery and 
its effect on the position of workers. The 
report won general praise for its compre- 
hensive nature and the lucidity of its 
reasoning. Miss Bennett is a sister of 
the late Doctor Charles Bennett. who was 
Professor of Theosophy at Yale University. 
His book, ‘‘ Foundations of Religious 
Belief,’’ with various letters and essays,

| A Beauty Spot. 


In Ireland thé tourist very often gets 
an entirely unexpected answer to his ques- 
tions. At Glencar, in County Sligo, the 
other day, a visitor stopped to ask an old 
man, ' How do we get to the waterfall?’ 
‘ Do ye want to dhrown yeerselves?’’ he 
wanted to know in all seriousness; and 
the visitor, though staggered, answered 
with an equally solemn “ Yes.” “‘ ’Tis 
what I think.” he went on, “ that ve'll 
be dhrowned before ye get there at all’’; 
and he was not far astray, since the ap- 
proach to the thundering falls was in- 
credibly boggy and wet. Having gazed 
at the beauty of the waterfall. the 
strangers went back to where the old man 
sat. ‘‘Glory be to God. wasn’t there 
enough water in it for ye?’’ he said. 

Apart from the exquisite scenery of 
lough and mountain and river, at Glen- 
car, the chief attraction to, tourists ‘s 
the “stream against the hill,’’ where the 
wate: that falls over the high ledge of the 
hill is blown back and rises in a silver 
sprav far above the mountain cliff over 
which it falls. 

“There's people coming from all over 
the world to see that.” the old man said. 
‘Can’ the half of them neve. sees it at 
all. Look at that.” he said admiringly. 
as the water and spray rose high, “ an’ 
if ve only seen it vestherda, it went up 
the breasht of the hill like smoke.” 


Burning Lime. 


On one of the glorious days with which 
September hastened to make amends tor 
her predecessor, an old man. stood, like a 
grey ghost, and shovelled lime from his 
kiln. tuu'd have to pity me on a day 
like this.” he said wisttully, and his 
visitors agreed that the men who were 
busy at the hay and the oats near by were 
to be envied ‘by one whose work lay in a 
lime kiln on such a scorching day. 

The old man showed how his fire was 
made of turf and coal, and sods arranged 
crosswise on the floor of the kiln with 
some coal in between. Above that was a 
laver of stones from the quarry near by ; 
then another layer of turf and coal ; more 
stones: more fuel, and so on until the 
kiln was full, when the turf was set alight. 

He reckoned on having between three 
and four pounds on a burning of lime 
after the fuel was paid for; that sum had 
to pav for the carting of the stones to the 
kiln, and the drawing away of the lime to 
some place near by. This was done by 
the old man’s son. 

When the worker began to shovel again 
the visitors fled before the cloud of dust 
that arose. but the old man called after 
them. ‘'’Tis a healthy dusht.”’ he said, 
“but ‘tis no work at all for a day like 
this.”

sav ‘Ol Clo’ as [do now.” Whereupon 
he turned his back upon the discomforted 
Coleridge. calling ‘‘ol’ clo’ " as before.

Pontoon. 


Some of the most beautiful scenery in 
Ireland, though one hears very little about 
it, may be seen on the way to Pontoon, in 
County Mayo, from Ballina, along the 
shores of Lough Cullen and Lough Conn. 
Going that way on a blue and gold Septem 
ber dav, one is almost overwhelmed by the 
loveliness of the bigger lough, with its 
heathery islands and its great guardian 
mountain, Nephin, smoke-blue against a 
bluer skv. 

The old six-arch bridge is quaintly at- 
tractive; further on stands the new 
Pontoon bridge, built in 1925, where the 
two loughs meet. A stranger who passed 
that way recently was surprised to find it 
an ordinary, strongly-built bridge, as her 
mind had held a picture of a temporary, 
somewhat crazy erection of planks built on 
a line of boats. In this case, however, the 
name Pontoon is taken from the little 
settlement near by. The scenery is wild 
and rugged; the hills of grey stone are 
veiled in heather just now, and the tiny 
sandy coves are washed gently by the 
brown water. In response to the visitor's 
ecstasy, a native of the place said: ‘‘ My, 
‘tis the cross, ugly place of a ‘winther's 
day.”’

A few days ago it was reported that the 
last remnants of the old Dublin City 
Tower, which were enclosed by a railing at 
Cornmarket, had been pulled down, as the 
ruin had become:unsafe for passers-by. 
This tower was once portion of the old city 
prison of Newgate, which was built in a 
square form and had a tower at every angle, 
with a gateway between, through which all 
the traffic passed, this being the only 
entrance to and from the city on the west. 
In 1767 the jail was found to be too small 
for the number of prisoners usually con- 
fined there, and, moreover, was considered 
insecure ; so steps were taken for the erec- 
tion of a new prison at Little Green street, 
which, under the name of Newgate. became 
even more notorious than its predecessor. 
In Austin Cooper's “ Manuscript History 
of the County of Dublin ” there appears 
under the date 1782, August 8th, the fol- 
lowing entry :—‘‘ Passing under Newgate 
(Corn Market) I observed that they had 
just begun to pull it down. I was much 
surprised to find that the walls of so old 
and durable a building were only four feet 
thick—a proof of its antiquity and good 
workmanship.”

BELFAST, Monday. 


HE official intimation that a new royal 
mail route is to be established 
between Belfast and Liverpool hag given 
general satisfaction in the Northern 
capital. This service is to come into opera- 
tion on the 10th inst., and the mails will 
be conveyed direct to Liverpool by 
steamers of the Ulster Imperial Line. 
Letters posted any evening up to 8.50 will 
be delivered next morning in the city on 
the Mersey. This, it should be noted, is 
an additional service for quick distribu- 
tion in Liverpool and Birkenhead, and will 
not interfere with the services already in 
existence. The dream of an exclusively 
“ All-Red Route ” mail service between 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain has 
not yet been realised. 

Efforts were made on several occasions 
to abolish the Dublin-Kingstown-Holyhead 
route. but economic considerations were 
too powerful, and the old order had to be 
restored. The new service, however, which 
is to be worked by the Belfast-built motor 
vessels. Ulster Prince, Ulster Monarch and 
Ulster Queen, should prove of advantage 
to commercial establishments having busi- 
ness relations with Liverpool, and as such 
it will be cordially welcomed. The trade 
between Belfast and Liverpool is of grow- 
ing importance, and the improvement and 
acceleration of the mails between the two 
cities should foster it still further. 


PERILS OF THE ROAD. 


A return which has just been issued by 


the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs - 


shows that the number of motor accidents 
in Belfast and throughout the province has 
been greatly reduced during the first seven 
months of the present year, as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year. 
In Belfast the number of accidents, from 
January to July, 1930, was only 71, as 
against 288 in the first seven months of 
1929. For the whole of Northern Ireland 
the figures are 608 for the seven months 
in 1928, reduced to 316 in 1930. Of these, 
52 were killed in 1928 and 31 in 1930. This 
decrease in the number of fatal accidents, 
as well as in the list of injured, is a very 
gratifying circumstance, and mav be 
attributed to the provisions enacted by 
Parliament in the Motor Traffic Acts of 
1926 and 1929, together with the adminis- 
trative measures adopted for improvement 
in the regulation of traffic. Moreover, 
local authorities have contributed towards 
the safety of the roads by rounding off 
dangerous corners, widening the highway 
where necessary and cutting away tall 
hedges which obscure the view at cross- 
roads. 

There is still, however, plenty of room 
for improvement; for, although the 
diminution in accidents is satisfactory, the 
total number of fatal injuries still gives 
cause for grave concern. There are at 
present 26.849 motor vehicles in the Six 
Counties, as compared with 25,488 for the 


same period last year.

THE LINEN INDUSTRY. 


\ccording to various reports to hand, 
the prospects for the linen industry are 
anvthing but favourable.

The Ulster Farmers’ Union ig naturally 
very much concerned about the depressed 
condition of agriculture in the Six 
Counties, and has set forth a policy for 
farming which, it is hoped, will bring back 
some element of prosperity to the industry 
There is nothing really new in its pro- 
posals, which simply deal with the exten- 
sion of the Safeguarding Acts. It is sug- 
gested that the Imperial Government 
should take immediate action to denounce 
any commercial treaties, international con 
ventions or agreements to which Great 
Britain is a party, which in any way 
interfere with the country’s freedom to 
protect home producers by the prohibition 
or control of imports or the imposition of 
countervailing duties on bounty-fed 
imports. 

With a view to increasing cultivation 
and absorbing more workers, it is further 
considered that the importation of agricul! 
tural produce should be controlled and a 
marketing committee set up by the Govern- 
ment to ascertain the average cost of pro 
duction of all farm _ produce The 
decline of agriculture in the North is 
shown in the decrease both of tillage and 
grazing areas,

HOSPITALS AND THE POOR. 

tO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Hall’s letter on the financial 
straits of the hospitals in Dublin cannot fail 
to open up vistas very painful to contemplate, 
but it is more than time that responsible 
citizens took courage to look ‘the facts in the 
face The maternity hospitals, children’s 
hospitals and the Orthopedic Hospital, the 
Tuberculosis Dispensary, Charles street, and 
the sanatoriums, the Mental Hospital, 
Grangegorman—not to speak of the general 
hospitals and the poor law infirmary—must 
all feel the effect of the increased sickness 
and misery due to the widespread un 
employment, with its consequent starvation 
and despair. Once in touch. with the actual 
facts, and looking «at the matter simply from 
the economic point of view, it is sheer folly 
ta starve pregnant women and “nursing 
mothers, to ignore the existence of young 
children, to spend money on the treatment 
and cure of tuberculosis, and, having made 
a cure or helped greativ a certain number, 
to send the parent or child home to practical 
starvation in an over-crowded slum—to 
allow the parent to be reduced througli 
anxiety and starvation to such a pitch of 
anguish that the Mental Hospital is his or 
her only chance, and then to expect that the 
charitable public can cope with the mass 
of human disease and suffering which is the 
direct result. 

Bad as the system of poor law relief has 
been for six or seven years, the last plan— 
relief in “ food only ’’—is the climax; for 
not only is no money allowed for rent, but, 
if either parent makes an effort to earn the 
rent, either by the happy chance of an odd 
job or by selling fruit once a week at a 
football match, the insufficient food order is 
reduced sometimes by as much as 5s. The 
doctors, at the maternity hospitals in par- 
ticular, know well the dreadful condition of 
the poor, and often send notes to their 
relieving officers ‘o sav that additional 
nourishment is required-—a direction that 1s 
seldom heeded. 

The cost of “ re-conditioning “ the workers 
through the hospitals is out of all proportion 
to the money saved by such penurious treat- 
ment, and in sacrificing the health and 
strength of the workers we sacrifice that in 
which, with their skill, their whole capital 
consists.— Yours, etc.,

At the. annual Conference of the Institute 
of Journalists which ‘opened at Buxton yes- 
terday, Mr. Willian: Charles Chillingworth, 
of Dublin, was clected President for the 
ensuing year. 

In the course of his presidential address, 
Mr. H. A. Gwynne, the-retiring President, 
said :— 

Journalism is passing through a period 
of test and temptation For the first time 
in our history the Press is gradually assuming 
a paramount and 4lmost dominating position 
in the public affairs of this country. No 
intelligent person has ever doubted its great 
power; but if it attempts to create political 
parties, and so vhatlenges other pxurties, or 
even Parliament iiself, it will have to stand 
violent assaulis and attacks which it has 
never experienced before 

POWER—TYRANNY 

Power tnquestioned inevitably leads to 
tvranny. No State can suffer a devolution 
cf power from itself and continue to exist. 
Should the State feel itself threatened, then 
it must fight, or abdicate its functions of 
governance. That issue is being forced on 
us. If political aftairs be conducted without 
ability, or if the system under which we 
govern ourselves bhecomes unwieldy. top- 
heavy, and impracticable, the temptation to 
Intervene wm some practical manner may be 
most difficult to resist If it be not resisted 
the newspapers of the country may find 
themselves involved in a conflict from which 
they aie bound to emerge defeated. 

" For the sake of our profession we mus! 
limit our activities to the proper functions 
of the Press, which are to keep watch and 
ward, to inform, tu advise, and to instruct. 
To go beyond them would be to invite 
disaster, ' 

Mr. Gwynee uttered a warning with re- 
gard to the drift of modern journalism which, 
he said, seemed likely to endanger iis favour 
with the publi

DR. JOHN I. MOORE. 

The death has occurred at Brisbane of In 
Jol n | Moore, ex-( ommuissioner tor Pub li 
Health. ‘The late Dr. Moore was the son ot 
the late Major J. L Moore, Sth Dragoon 
Guards of Waterloo. Cavan. He was educated 
at Ranelagh School, Athlone, and _ late: 
entered the Ledwich School of Medicine, 
Dublin, graduating at the Royal College ol 
Surgeons in 1884. Entering the Mercantile 
Marine as a surgeon, he served for three 
years, and his last vovage as a surgeon was 
aboard the sailing vessel Waiora in 1887. He 
then took up his residence in Brisbane, regis 
tering with the Queensland Medical Board in 
the following year. After occupying the posi 
tion of surgeon at the Spring Sure Hospital 
until 1895, he returned to England and Ire 
land to study other branches of his profes 
sion, obtaining the degree of F.R.C.S. (Ire 
land). He then travelled the Continent, and 
gained the degree of Doctor? of Medicine. 
Brussels. In 1897 he returned to Queensland 
and entered upon 
Valley district, residing at Esk. After 
years he again returned to Dublin, where he 
obtained the diploma for public health. In 
1912 he was again in Brisbane, and in the 
following year was appointed an officer of the 
State Department. of Public Health, and a 
vear later was promoted. to the. position of 
Commissioner.

The robbery of a painting from the 
Gibson Bequest Gallery, Cork, and the 
mutilation of two other more valuable 
pictures was disclosed by the Gallery 
authorities to-day. 

The stolen picture, entitled ‘‘A Street 
in Malaga,” was the work of Miss B. E. 
Gubbins, of Glanmire, Cork, and it was 
cut from its wooden frame in a corner 
of the Gallery close to the entrance door. 

The person responsible for the robbery 
also attempted® to steal a picture by 
Dermod O’Brien, President of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, entitled ‘‘ Place de 
I’Eglise, Montreuil,”’ and another paint- 
ing, entitled “ Bed-time Stories,’’ a noted

ON A WOODEN PANEL. 

The latter work is done on a wooden 
panel, which baffled the thief in his 
attempt to cut it from the frame, but Mr. 
O’Brien’s picture bears a long, deep cut 
vn the right-hand side. Apparently the 
thief was interrupted and left the Gallery 
hurriedly. 

The stolen picture measures six inches 
by nine, and has since been returned by 
post. The parcel bore the Liverpool! post- 
mark, and the Headmaster of the School 
of Art attached to the Gallery believes 
that the thief failed in his attempt to 
dispose of the painting and so returned it. 

The facts have been reported to the 
police. who are communication with

the robbery. 

Mr, Charde thinks that the act was one 
of a mere novice; 
picture from the frame was done in a 
clumsy manner, leaving frayed edges, 
indicating that a knife, not very sharp, 
had been used. 

Neither was the person an art expert, 
said Mr. Charde, for there were pictures 
in the Gallery much more valuable. 

CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC.

ADDITIONAL POWERS FOR 
‘INSPECTORS. 


-. 


The text of the Free State Agricultural 
Produce (Eggs) Bill, which amends ‘in 
several respects the principal Act of 1924, 
was circulated yesterday. 

It is provided in the amending bill that 
eggs carried or driven by a farmer or his 
servants from the Free State into 
Northern Ireland need not comply with 
the testing, grading, packing and marking 
rules of the principal Act. 


REGISTRATION REGULATIONS. 

Further powers are given to inspectors 
under Section 4 of the old Act, and it is 
made an additional condition of the 
registration in the registers of exporters 
that the applicant or one of his employés 
shall be skilled in the business of testing, 
grading and packing eggs. 

The Minister may cancel the registration 
of a premises if the proprietor is adjudged 
a bankrupt. 

Only the registered proprietor or some 
person employed by him is entitled to 
place marks on eggs or packages of eggs. 

Heavy fines will be inflicted upon those 
who contravene the regulations relating 
to the marking or grading of eggs or 
packages of rggs. 


OLD OR DIRTY EGGS. 
Additional powers «f search are to be 
given to inspectors under the amending 
bill. A new sub-section provides that :— 
“Anv person who sells, exchanges, 
or barters, or offers or exposes for 
sale, exchange, or barter, any eggs which 
are externally dirty, or which are 
unfit for human consumption, 
whether such sale, exchange, or barter 
is or is not made subject to the con- 
dition that the eggs shall pass a parti- 
cular test; or, being a person engaged 
in the egg trade, buys or has in his 
premises on which he 
carries on such trade any eggs which 
externally dirty or which are 
for human consumption, or, 
being a person engaged in the egg 
trade, deposits in zeny place any eggs 
which are externally dirty or which 
are unfit for human consumption; or 
consigns for sale on commission or 
otherwise eggs which are externally 
dirty or which are unfit for human 
consumption, shall be guilty of an 
offence under this section and shall be 

punishable accordingly.’’ 

‘New provisions are to be made in 
respect to the registration of premises 

used for the preservation of eggs. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

The- miscellaneous provisions of the bill 
lay down that it shall not be lawful 
for any person to sell, exchange or barter 
any eggs in a place or under conditions 
which do not afford adequate protection to 
such eggs against wet. damp, dirt, or con- 
tamination of anv sort

COMPENSATION TO BE 
PAID.

A sum on account of compensation has 
been paid to Mr. Tom Boevey Barrett, the 
old Dulwich College boy and former 
British Army officer, who was granted a 
free pardon after serving three years’ hard 
labour for alleged fraud. © 

This fact was revealed to a Press 
Association reporter yesterday by the 
Crown Agent for the Colonies, who would 
not. however, disclose the amount paid, 

It was ten years ago that Mr. Barrett 
was accused of obtaining £10,000 by fraud. 
tried and sentenced to three years’ penal 
servitude. He was then 48. His had been 
an eventful life. 

After being educated at Dulwich he 
started a business career in London. When 
the Boer War broke out he went to South 
Africa in the City Imperial Volunteers. 
He again turned soldier when the late War 
came, joining up in 1914. He fought in 
many of the battles on the Western front. 
and left the Army with the rank of 
captain. 

He then went out to Accra, on the Gold 
Coast, and promoted a company of general 
merchants with a capital of £100,000, 
known as African Products, Ltd. This 
failed, and on the day the winding-up 
order was made Mr. Barrett was arrested, 
charged with obtaining a bonus by false 
pretences. 


THREE YEARS’ SENTENCE. 

Eventually he was brought up at thie 
Assizes. Evidence was given that the com- 
pany at the material time was a one-man 
company, but he was convicted by the jury, 
which included Africans, and the then 
Chief Justice sentenced him to three years’ 
penal servitude. 

A long fight 
followed. 

Mr. A. L. Bryden, of Messrs. A.. L. 
Bryden and Williams, solicitors, Clements 
Minn, London, W.C., acted as his champion 
over here. : 

Mr. Barrett, first of all. applied to the 
Chief Justice who had sentenced him to 
have a case stated by way of appeal to the 
full Court. This was refused, and he 
applied to the full Court itself for an order 
directing a case to be stated. 

The application came before the Court. 
which was presided over by the same 
Chief Justice, and was refused. 

Mr. Barrett went to prison, and Jater 
was brought to England, where most of 
his sentence was served. 

His appeal was rejected by the Privy 
Council, and things seemed hopeless. 


A FULL PARDON. 

And theh, only a few weeks ago, the 
Colonial Office informed him that the 
Governor of the Gold Coast had decided io 
grant him a full pardon, and that he was 
to receive compensation, the amount to be 
determined. 

But with this good news arrived bad 
news also—a letter telling him that his 
twenty-two year old daughter had died 
suddenly. : 

Meanwhile his wife, who lives in South- 
fields, London, 8.W., had never given up 
hope that her husband’s name would be 
cleared. She had communicated regularly 
with him, and cheered him with messages 
cf continued faith ‘in him. 


ESTIMATE OF LOSSES. 

Mr. A. L. Bryden explained to a Press 
Association reporter that the sum paid to 
Mr. Barrett was paid so that he would 
not be without funds while the amount of 
the compensat‘on was being considered. 

“I hope he gets good compensation.” 
Mr. Bryden said. “ He should do. He 
estimates his losses as a result of con- 
viction at between £30,000 and £40,000. 
and that is apart altogether from the 
question of wrongful imprisonment.’’ 

Mr. Bryden added that there were rea- 
sons which made it inadvisable to state 
the amount so far paid to Mr. Barrett: 

Mrs. Barrett said to a reporter: ‘“‘ My 
husband would never give up hope. 
Everything went; even our house was ‘sold 
over our heads. 

‘The worry and injustice of it all 
nearly caused a breakdown in health. But 
he stuck it. and came back to us firmly 
convinced that justice would triymph in 
the end.”

There were no stocks in the shops and the 
people .were “ill clad and wore worn-out 
shoes.

Butter cost sixteen shillings 
a pound, hard green apples were selling 
at fivepence each, unripe pears were one 
and fourpence, and cheese cost twelve 
shillings a pound.

The great controversy on the subject oi 
the liability of the Electricity Supply 
Board to pay ratés and income tax has 
now been definitely terminated by the 
passing into law of the Electricity Supply 
(Amendment) Bill of 1930 and the 
Finance Bill of 1930. 

THE WORDS OF THE ACT. 

The former enactment now ensures the 
liability of the Board to pay rates; for 
Section 9 of the Act reads as follows :— 

““(1) In order to remove doubts it 
is hereby declared and enacted as 
follows, that is to say — 

“ (a) For the purpose of determin- 
ing the liabihty of the Board for the 
payment of any rate leviable by a 
local authority, the use or occupation 
by the Board of any hereditament, 
tenement or premises otherwise rate- 
able to such rate, not, and never 
was, use or occupation by the 
State or a department of State, and 
does not, and never did, confer the 
exemptions arising by reason of 
or occupation by the State; and 

(b) The use or occupation 
hereditament, tenement or premises 
by the Board is not u: or 
of a public nature or for a public 
purpose within the meaning of 
Section 63 of the Poor’ Relief

INCOME TAX, TOO! 

Section ó of the: Finance Act, 1930, 
which is couched in similarly clear and 
express language, places the Board unde: 
the obligation to pay income tax, not only 
on its rateable hereditaments unde) 
Sehedules A and B of the Income Tax Act, 
1918, but also under Schedule D in re 
spect of its trading profits. The section 
reads — 

““ (1) In order to remove doubts it 
is hereby declared and enacted that 
for the purpose of determining 
liability for assessment to, and pay 
ment of, income tax, the Electricity 
Supply Board is not, and never was, 
the State,*or a branch or department 
of the Government of the State. 

(2) The annual value with refer 
ence to which tax is to be charged 
under Schedules A and B of the 
Income Tax Act, 1918, in respect of 
any tenement or hereditament in the 
exclusive possession or control or the 
occupation of the Electricity Supply 
Board, and for the time being exempt 

from assessment to poor rate, shall 

be ascertained according to the 
surveys and valuations made under 
the Valuation Acts.’’ 

PUBLIC FEARS REMOVED. 

These two enactments now remove 
finally the fears entertained by the public 
that the Electricity Supply Board consti- 
tuted a department of the State, and as 
such would be entitled to all the exemp- 
tions from local and State taxation thet 
are enjoyed by Government departments. 

Everyone is familiar with the working 
of the Post Office, which has never been, 
and probably never willbe, a self-support- 
ing department, and with this case in mind 
people were alarmed lest the Electricity 
Board would be responsible for causing 
another permanent hole in the coffers of 
the Exchequer. 

The public mind is now set at ease, 
because the Electricity Supply Board must 
henceforth stand on its own feet, and as a 
commercial undertaking must trade on 
practically equal terms with other trading 
concerns 1m the State which have to face 
open competition. 

A DISTINCTION. 

There is this distinction, however, that 
whereas the comparatively small trader 
has only a limited supply of capital to 
operate with, the Board has enormous re 
sources which will enable it both to buy 
and sell cheaply. It is believed, however, 
that the prices for electrical work and 
equipment are more or Jess standardised. 
and this enables the ordinary retailer to 
quote prices which compare very favour- 
ably with those quoted by the Board. 

It will be recalled that the Electricity 
Board was set up under the Electricity 
(Supply) Act, 1927. for the purpose of 
taking over.-controlling and maintaining 
the entire Shannon works, and of produc 
ing and generating for sale electricity 
therein. 

Under Section 7 of the Act the Board is 
bound to keep a true record of all income 
and. expenditure, and must produce 
anngally a complete statement of accounts, 
including a profit and loss account and 
balance sheet, duly audited and certified 
by qnalified auditors appointed by the 
Ministér of Finance. . These accounts will, 
in due course, be printed and made avail- 
able to the public. The ending date of 
the first accounting period of twelve 
months thas; it is understood, not yet been 
fixed, but as the work involved in the pre- 
paration of the statement is exacting, it is 
hardly likely that the public will be in 
possession of any information concerning 
the trading operations of the Board until 
late in 1931. 

The Chairman of the Board, being an ex- 
meme of Taxes, is, no doubt, Familiar 
with the hustling methods of the Revenue 
Commissioners in getting taxpayers to 
furnish accounts promptly and punctually. 
The publie-w+ll expect these same methods

“ DUFFERS” WHO MAKE 
GOOD,

Addressing the members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday at their weekly luncheon meet- 
ing in Clery’s Restaurant on the subject of 
education, Mr. Sparkhall Brown strongly 
criticised modern school systems, which, he 
said, since they relegated pupils’ interests to 
the background, must be a national failure, 

There was often a great deal of latent 
capacity in the reputed school ‘“ duffers,”’ 
and he was never surprised when he heard of 
one making good in after-life. 

MODERN SYSTEMS WRONG. 

Tn recent years, Mr. Brown said. much had 
been done in the way of observing and re- 
cording facts relating to the physical growth 
aad development of human beings at various 
ages, and particularily during the age of 
adolescence. with the result that we had at 
our disposal a considerable mass of trustworthy 
data as to average weight, height, lung capa- 
city, ete. As yet, however, very little had 
heen done in the siudy of the growth and 
development of mental powers at various 
ages. 

In the study of mental development single 
examinations had only small value. The 
subject must be placed under continucus 
observation, and the only person who had 
opportunities for doing this was the teacher. 

Inder a rational shame of education the 
psvchologist could look to the teacher for 
trustworthy dafu; for the actual facts as to the 
mentality and general mental attitude of the 
plain, undistinguished schoolboy towards the 
mental food that was put before him at 
schocl in the form of lessons. 

The plain undistinguished 
majority type at school, and 
boy from whose ranks would 
most of the men who did the 
world’s work when it came to the real 
business of life. Any scheme of education 
that relegated his interests to the background 
must be a national! failure; and this was just 
what modern

NEGLECT OF THE '“ DUFFER.” 

The teacher should have experience of life 
and a sense of proportion, which youth, even 
brilliant youth, never had: but it was an 
unfortanate fact that secondary schools sn 
general, and, to a- less extent—although it 
considerable extent—national schools also 
were so organised as to bring this type ol 
teacher into very limited personal contact 
with what he might call the general ruck 
of the bovs. a 

The right kind of teacher 
rendered useless to the psychologist inasmuch 
his experience mostly with the 
abnormal, rather than with the normal. As a 
matter of fact, his views on schoolboy men 
tality were more likely to be misleading, and 
even dangerous, rather than useful. 

The idea that only that fraction of 
pupils that showed a special aptitude fo 
assimilating instruction in the particular sub 
jects which the school put in the foreground 
in its programme Were worthy of skilled 
teaching, and that anybody was good enough 
to teach the ‘‘ duffer,’’ or beginner, had had 
a particularly devastating’ imfluence on the 
effectiveness of the school as an instrument of 
education 

As a matter of fact, anybodwwho had suffi 
cient knowledye of his subject could teach a 
group ot hovs a subject for which thev had 
' was in the teaching oí the
